Shoppers at the downtown mall at 28 
Chestnut St. have three new stores to pa- 
tronize.

Gallery Uptown

We have had Earth Day 1990, both suc- 
cessfully in Andover and, it seems, every- 
where else as well. 

So we learned a lot, much to be scared 
about and some suggestions of what to do. 
What’s next? What is next for each of you 
individually? If you already do all the re- 
cycling things possible in Andover, are 
there other things you should and can do? 

The Conservation Law Foundation has 
put out a list. Everyone has put out a list, 
but this one looks reasonable and possi- 
ble. 


At home: Recycle paper, glass and 
plastic and returnable bottles. Compost 
yard waste. Re-use durable containers 
such as coffee cans, glass bottles and 
Squeeze bottles. Try to find a worthy 
home for no longer. wanted furniture and 
clothing. Thrift shops are a good place to 
Start. 


At the grocery store: Ask for paper 
bags, buy products with as little pack- 
aging as possible, avoid disposable prod- 
ucts, look for products with the recycle 
symbols.

The 
one with the arrows going in a circle 
means the product can be recycled; the 
one with a green tree in a green circle 
means it is made of recycled paper. Try 
to buy things that can be recycled locally.

AIDS assembly gets 
students’ sympathy

“T don’t know if you can hear them, but 
in Romania cries echo from about 1,000 
babies infected with the AIDS virus due to 
misguided medical care.”’ 

There was silence as Dr. William Griffo 
and photographer Michael Carroll shared 
their compassion for AIDS-infected chil- 
dren in Romania with a little over 900 stu- 
dents at Andover High School May 9, 

Students listened to Dr. Griffo’s clarifi- 
cation of the medical aspects of the AIDS 
virus He explained the effects of AIDS on 
Romania, a nation of deprivation. 

Mr, Carroll presented a slide show that 
bore witness to the tragedy in Romania. 

Bd slide presentation was really 
something that got to you because it 
made it real. You came out thinking and 
wanting to do something,”’ said Dede Sul- 
livan. 

Kyle Blais said the assembly was an 
important lesson. ‘‘I was really surprised 
at what I learned, the lack of education 
and the ignorance of the common people 
toward the disease itself.” 

Smiles appeared on the faces of the au- 
dience when a slide of ‘‘mass potty train- 
ing”’ pictured about 10 2-year-olds in an 
orphanage making their once-a-day visit 
to the bathroom. Then a baby appeared 
malnourished and skeletal with sad eyes. 
The next slide was of a baby reaching out 
to one of the few nurses, hoping to be 
touched for just one moment. 

“It seems like we've gotten to the point 
where our people are educated, but we’re 
not thinking about people elsewhere,” 
Mr. Blais said. 

Laura Boutureira agreed. ‘I think the 
assembly presented an issue of great im- 
portance that pertains to something out- 
side the United States. I feel Americans 
tend to focus on problems within our 
country and forget that we should help 
people in other countries as well as our- 
selves,” she said. 

Student Karleene Anderson said the as- 
sembly gave her a good idea of what it’s 
like in Romania and incentive to help. 
‘Helping causes like these gives me a p> 
sense of goodness,”’ Ms. Anderson said. 
“T am glad I can help other people even 
though I do not know them.” 

Andover High, several elementary 
schools, Christ Church and a few compa- 
nies are holding a drive for baby blan- 
kets, toys and clothes. 

Ms. Hoyt is an Andover High senior and 
helped organize the AIDS assembly.

Michael as a baby interjected by his 
mother, Carol Clement, Michael talked 
about what it’s like to be a teen-ager who 
happens to be deaf. 

e two hearing aids Michael wears 
ed all the sounds around him. He 

as long as people speak clearly and 
there isn’t too much background noise, he 
can understand what people are saying 
and carry on conversations without great 
difficulty. 

“One time I really had trouble with a 
man who came from Ireland,’ he re- 
called. “I could hear him, but I couldn’t 
understand anything he was saying.” 

Michael doesn’t read lips, nor does he 
communicate through sign language. 

“T tried to learn sign language a long 
time ago, but I really had no use for it. 
My hearing aids work really well in most 
situations.’”’ he said. 

When Michael is in class at Andover 
High School, where he is a senior, his tea- 
chers wear a small amplifying box 
around their necks that allow their voices 
to be picked up while minimizing the 
background interference. 

Communicating wasn’t always this 
easy for Michael, his mother said. When 
he was about 6 or 7months old, he began 
making the usual noises most babies 
make. 

“Then, when he was about 8 or 9 
months old he just stopped,”’ said Mrs. 
Clement. 

Michael is the youngest of four chil- 
dren. He has an older brother, Richard, 
and two older sisters, Christine and Pam- 
ela. Mrs. Clement was told by one doctor 
her He bly son may have stopped talk- 

cause the older children may have 
es communicating for him. That doctor 
told her not to worry. 

Mrs. Clement said she was worried 
about Michael’s development since birth 
because she had a very difficult delivery. 

She was also getting very mixed signals 
about his progress. At the age of 1, Mi- 
chael was completing puzzles and games 
designed for 2 and 3 year olds. 

“IT knew he was very bright, but I 
couldn’t understand why he stopped talk- 
ing all of a sudden,” Mrs. Clement said. 

At 19 months Michael’s parents took 
him to a hearing specialist. Mrs. Clement 
said she was prompted to seek help be- 
cause her son never seemed to hear her 
when she called his name.

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With the proper diagnosis, Michael was 
finally able to get the help he needed. He 
began wearin Pastoace aids that en- 
hanced what little hearing he had.

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Memorial library patron fails 
to pay fine, loses privileges

Jean Palmer, of 8 Karlton Circle, went 
to Memorial Hall Library Sunday, April 
29, and found that her borrowing priv- 
ileges had been withdrawn. She says the 
library is being unfair about a lost tape 
she couldn’t have lost, and the library 
says all she has to do is pay her $5 fine 
and her privileges will be returned. 

Ms. Palmer, formerly assistant direc- 
tor of the Stoneham Library (1973-80) 
and for a while assistant director of the 
Phillips Academy library before staying 
home to raise two children, borrowed an 
audiobook from the Andover facility. Ms. 
Palmer reviews audiobooks for young 
adults and writes book and audio reviews 
for a library-trade magazine. 

She says she listened to the first tape of 
the set she borrowed, found she didn’t 
want to review it and returned it without 
removing or looking at what would have 
been the second tape from the package. 

Soon thereafter, she received a mes- 
sage on her phone answering machine 
that a tape was missing and that if she 
didn’t return it she would have to pay for 
it. 

“There was no mention that my bor- 
rowing privileges would be suspended if I 
failed to pay,”’ she said in a letter dated 
April 30 written to Nancy Jacobson, direc- 
tor of Memorial Hall Library. 

Ms. Palmer then looked for the tape, 
realized that she never opened the second 
tape, and decided she received the set 
from the library with the tape already 
missing from the package. 

“Someone who borrowed the tape be- 
fore I did no doubt has the missing tape,” 
she wrote Ms. Jacobson. 

“I’m willing to pay it but I resent it be- 
cause I didn’t lose it,’’ Ms. Palmer told 
the Townsman. ‘‘The policy assumes you 
are responsible for the previous borrow- 
er.” 

When she lost privileges at Andover’s 
library, Ms. Palmer also lost privileges at 
the North Andover Public Library, and 
all other surrounding libraries that par- 
ticipate in the computer network. 

So she called the library to explain and 
was told that the library does not keep the 
name of any previous borrower, only the 
most current one. 

But Ms. Jacobson told the Townsman 
that librarians always check materials 
when they’re returned to make sure 
they’re complete. Ms. Palmer said the li- 
brary didn’t get back to her after she ex- 


pained that someone else must have the 
pe. 

Ms. Jacobson said the librarians who 
called didn’t leave a message because 
they wanted to explain the library’s poli- 
cy to Ms. Palmer, not to a tape. Ms. Ja- 
cobson told the Townsman last Friday 
she had just written to Ms. Palmer since 
the library was unable to get her by 
phone. 


Ms. Palmer has another complaint. Her 
10-year-old daughter isn’t allowed access 
to the young adult collection unless her 
mother is with her. 

“Even with a note from me she couldn’t 
do it by herself,”’ said Ms. Palmer. 

“We have to have rules and regula- 
tions,” said Ms. Jacobson, who explained 
that children aren’t allowed on the main 
floor without an adult. 

She said she’d had a letter from another 
person, a sixth-grader, who wishes to 
have access to the main floor of the li- 
brary. Ms. Jacobson wrote back and ex- 
plained that the library has to serve 
everybody and that as soon as school ends 
in June, a sixth-grader becomes a sev- 
enth-grader and is then allowed free use 
of the library. 

Ms. Jacobson told the Townsman that a 
child younger than seventh-grade age 
can’t be on the main floor of the library 
without an adult or without a note from 
the downstairs children’s librarian. 

“We’re only doing this out of neces- 
sity,”’ said Ms. Jacobson. ‘We have mon- 
itors on duty, patrolling the halls. We 
have to, to prevent vandalism. We hire 
people part time” to make sure library 
patrons “aren’t chewing gum”’ or “‘drink- 
ing Coke and spilling it.”’ 


Ms. Jacobson said the library receives 
one or two complaints a year about chil- 
dren not having access to all of the li- 
brary. Asked if there is “a lot of 
vandalism” at the library, she said, ‘‘Oh 
yes. It goes in streaks.” 

A check with the Boston Public Library 
showed that facility allows children to 
wander freely about the library, even 
though it has both a children’s room and a 
room for young adults. 

“It’s ironic,” said Mary Margaret 
Pitts, one of four children’s librarians at 
the Boston Public Library. ‘‘We prefer 
kids stay here (in the children’s area) for 
their own safety. But we don’t restrict 
them.”

cling program and saved the town a 
net $32,000. 

The community has a population 
of 29,500, similar to the roughly 29,- 
000 people in Andover. 

Lexington produces 17,000 tons of 
solid waste per year, compared to 
Andover’s 12,340 tons in 1989. Like 
Andover, Lexington belongs to the 
Northeast Solid Waste Committee 
and takes its trash to the RESCO in- 
cinerator in North Andover. 

In March of 1988, Lexington 
passed a mandatory recycling bylaw 
that requires separating desig- 
nated recyclable materials from so- 
lid refuse. 

“T think Lexington was the first 
town to make it mandatory in the 
state,’’ said Kathy Demario, of the 
Lexington Department of Public 
Works. 

By October of 1988 the town had 
worked out a three-year contract 
with New England CRiInc., of Billeri- 
ca, and its recycling program was 
underway. 

The intitial contract was for col- 
lection, transportation and market- 
ing of newsprint, magazines and 
glass. That was later expanded to 
include catalogues, telephone books 
and aluminum and tin cans. As of 
July 1 plastics will also be included. 

‘‘We’re doing close to 14 tons a day 
from the curbside program alone,” 
said Dick Spiers, director of public 
works for Lexington. 

Programs have also been started 
for recycling office paper and com- 
posting leaves and Christmas trees. 

The recycling contract this year 
cost $73,901 per year. 

Lexington paid $57 per ton to incin- 
erate its 17,000 tons of trash in 1989 
($969,000), $60 in fiscal 1990 
($1,020,000), and anticipates paying 
$63 per ton in 1991 ($1,071,00). 

The 2,600 tons recycled in the last 
nine months of fiscal 1989 included 
2,100 tons from the curbside pro- 
gram and 4-500 tons from the com- 
posting program. 

Removing that amount of material 
from the waste stream represented 
a cost avoidance of approximately 
$148,000 in dumping fees. The first 
year cost of $113,000 included the 
contract, the purchase and distribu- 
tion of recycling bins and a small 
marketing program, according to 
Mr. Spiers. The office paper recy- 
cling program was started at a cost 
of $3,000 and the town saw a net sav- 
ings of $32,000. 


How it works 

Each resident is given a plastic 
basket, much like a laundry basket, 
in which they place their recycla- 
bles. The first basket is paid for by 
the town. If they are lost or stolen, 
the resident must replace them for 
$6 each. If they don’t want to pay, 
their trash doesn’t get picked up, 
according to Mr. Spiers. 

Glass, tin and aluminum goes on 
the bottom of the basket. Newspaper 
and magazines need to be bagged

first and third Saturday of 
each month, when those items 
are recycled. 


They also say it would be too 
difficult to take their paper to the 
curbside for recycling. The town 
of Lexington found that getting 
school children involved in help- 
ing the elderly take their recy- 
clables to curbside works well. 
(See separate story.) But And- 
over is not there, yet. 

“T put everything in a great 
big dumpster,” said Olive McK- 
eon, who lives in apartments at 
100 Main St. “I think it would be 
wonderful if they would recycle 
paper because there must be so 
much of it.” 


Mrs. McKeon said she takes 
cans and plastic bottles back to 


the supermarket. 

“T haven’t got a car now so I 
don’t take bottles to the recy- 
cling center.’ 


But she said if she could take 
glass and plastic to curbside for 
pick-up recycling, she’d partici- 
pate. 

“Oh yes, indeed, I’d do it,” 
said Mrs. McKeon. “‘I think it’s a 
shame they don’t do it.’”’ 

Rose Lieb, who lives in And- 
over Commons on Railroad 
Street, said she saves ‘‘every- 
thing’’ and recycles nothing. 

‘We have compactors,” she 
said. ‘I wrap everything up in 
paper bags and it goes in the 
compactor.” 

But one woman who didn’t 
want her name used in this arti- 
cle said a person who lives at 
Andover Commons can recycle. 
There are four barrels there, she 
said, for paper, cans, glass and 


and placed on top. This bin is then 
placed out on the curb on regular 
trash collection day, every other 
week. 

During the first year the program 
was encouraged but not strictly en- 
forced, according to Erma Jordan, 
administrative assistant to the di- 
rector of public works. 

Not all residents were enthusiastic 
about the program at first and the 
town did not start strictly enforcing 
the rules until this past January. 

Involving the elderly residents 
was a problem at first and one of the 
solutions was to get the schools in- 
volved in having students help older 
residents take their recyclables out 
to curbside.

Mr. Spiers said his family used to 
put out three bags of trash a week. 
Now they put out one. 

‘‘We have more recyclables than 
trash. Once you get into it, it’s easy 
to do,” he said. 


“To date residents are recycling 
14.5 tons per day of newsprint, mag- 
azines, glass containers and alumi- 
num and tin cans with a 
participation rate in excess of 80 
percent. This represents an avoided 
cost savings of $60 per ton, or $870 
per day, for a gross yearly savings 
of approximately $200,000. The com- 
bined programs that represent the 
Lex-Recycle project have the poten- 
tial to realize net savings in the vi- 
cinity of $180,000 for fiscal year 1990 
and beyond,’’ he reported in a recent 
summary statement of the program. 

The town is projecting 22.3 percent 


of the town’s curbside collection will 
be recycled this year, fiscal 1990. 

The nen? only needs to reduce 
the solid waste stream by 7.2 per- 
cent, (1,232 tons x $60 $73,920), to be 
self sufficient in 1990, and 6.9 per- 
cent, (1,173 tons x $63 $73,899), in 
1991. 

The market 

Lexington’s newsprint is sold for 
$15 a ton. Office paper brings $.05 
per ton and aluminum takes in $.64 
per ton. 

Flint (white) glass gets about 
$53.50 a ton; amber (brown) glass is 
sold for $44.50 per ton and green 
glass sells for $26.50 per ton. 

Tin recycling only started in Lex- 
ington last August because of the dif- 
ficulty in removing labels, which 
clog up the machinery. They now re- 
oe tin but labels must be remov- 
ed. 

CRine. is seeking a grant to subsi- 
dize the cost of recycling plastics to 
make it more cost effective and Lex- 
ington will begin recycling plastics 
July 1. 

Cardboard is not included in recy- 
cling costs in Lexington. 

Wellesley’s drop-off program 

The city of Wellesley has taken a 
different approach to recycling, but 
one that works there. Residents take 
their recyclables, and their trash, to 
a transfer station at the town landfill 
just as they have been doing for 19 
years. 

Wellesley has a population of 
27,000. In 1989 the town generated 
13,618 tons of trash, 593 tons of com- 
post and 3,079 tons of recycled 
material for a total of 17,290 tons of 
solid waste. 

There is no curbside trash pro- 
gram at all in Wellesley. The town 
operates a transfer station at the 
town landfill. 

‘‘We have volunteer source sepa- 
ration drop off,”’ said Maurice Ber- 
dan, director of public works for the 
town. 

Residents separate their recycla- 
bles in designated bins at the trans- 
fer station. The recyclables are 
marketed. The trash is placed in 
roll-off containers before it is 
trucked to a landfill in Plainville. 

About 90 percent of residents use 
the transfer station. The remaining 
10 percent oy for private haulers to 
pick up and dispose of their trash. 

Although recycling is voluntary in 
Wellesley, Mr. Berdan said 83 per- 
cent of households recycle in some 
manner. 

In fiscal 1989, 3,079 tons of materi- 
al were recycled and 1,160 tons of 
compost were marketed for a total 
of 4,239 tons recycled, or 24.5 percent 
of the town’s solid waste. 

The gross benefit, including 
avoided transfer costs, was $291,643, 
Recycling costs amounted to $49,085 
for a net benefit of $242,558, accord- 
ing to figures provided by Mr. Ber- 
dan’s office. 

The program has cooperation 
from the people because it has been 
developed over the years, according

At the time Michael attended 
the CASE Collaborative school it 
only offered programs for stu- 
dents up to grade five. When he 
was ready to enter sixth grade he 
was enrolled at Sanborn School in 
Andover. 


“There really wasn’t a dilem- 
ma,’’ said Mrs. Clement. ‘‘All 
along we knew and Michael knew 
that he would be mainstreamed 
into the public schools.”’ 


Mrs. Clement said her son had 
always felt more comfortable in 
the hearing world. He attended 
summer camps for deaf and hear- 
ing impared children, but always 
expressed a desire to interact 
more and more with the hearing 
community, she said. 


“Tt was hard at first,’ Michael 
said of his first few days in sixth 
grade at Sanborn School. 


He remembers some children 
teasing and taunting him because 
he was different. Michael has a 
very gentle way about him and an 
optimistic outlook. He concluded 
on that afternoon last week, six 
years after he was at Sanborn 
School, that those children weren’t 
intentionally mean to him. 


“T think they may have felt un- 
comfortable around me,” he said. 

Elementary-school life at San- 
born quickly became better and 
Michael said he enjoyed sixth 
grade. Following elementary 
school he attended the former 
East Junior High School and then 
went on to Andover High. 

He has maintained high honors 
throughout high school and he is a 
member of the National Honor So- 
ciety. Michael is also a senator to 
AHS’ student government and is a 
member of the school’s math 
team. He participated in the 
school’s community service pro- 
gram by volunteering to be a Big 
Brother to a deaf boy in the area. 


In addition to all of those activ- 
ities, Michael has a part-time job 
at Memorial Hall Library, where 
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e can’t do is hear

he performs a wide variety of 
chores. He also finds time to col- 
lect baseball cards and dabble in 
the stock market with some of 
money he has earned from his 
part-time job. 


He said he hasn’t made big mon- 
ey yet and his trading is ‘‘just for 
un. ” 


Because of Michael’s outstand- 
ing academic and citizenship en- 
deavors, he has received many 
scholarships this spring that will 
help with college. He has enrolled 
at Princeton University in New 
Jersey and plans to study electri- 
cal engineering in the fall. 


He received a $2,000 National 
Merit Scholarship, as well as a $2,- 
500 scholarship from the Boston 
Guild for the Hard of Hearing, a 
$1,000 scholarship from the Law- 
rence Quota Club, and he recieved 
an academic exellence award 
from the Merrimack Valley School 
Committee and Superintendent 
Association. 
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Mrs. Clement said she and her 
husband, Francis, always taught 
their children they could do any- 
thing if they tried. 


His only limitation, due to being 
deaf, is difficulty learning a for- 
eign language. He said hearing 
himself pronounce the unfamiliar 
words is diffuclut. It may have 
been difficult, but that never de- 
terred him. He took both Spanish 
a Latin classes in school and did 
well. 


‘We always told Michael the 
only thing he couldn’t do that a 
hearing person could do was 
hear,’’ said Mrs. Clement. 


His parents’ unwavering sup- 
port has been a strong influence in 
his life, he said. 


“This may sound corny,” Mi- 
chael said, “‘but I’d have to say

to Mr. Berdan. 

‘‘We’ve been at it for a long time, grow- 
ing steadily, and sold it through incen- 
tives and education,” Mr. Berdan said. 
“They feel good about it.’’ 

Mr. Berdan would like to see that go to 
50 percent, but he doesn’t see going to a 
curbside program. 

“The people in Wellesley have not 
wanted curbside collection,’ Mr. Berdan 
said. 


‘“‘As far as the city is concerned, the 
city avoids the collection costs,’’ he said. 

Recycling efforts in Wellesley in the fu- 
ture will instead focus on reducing the 
amount of solid waste generated. One 
way to do this is by re-using materials 
without re-manufacture, through indus- 
tries such as Goodwill and Morgan Me- 
morial. The town will also focus on 
finding markets for the recycled materi- 
als, according to the DPW director. 


“Tf you don’t have a market, you don’t 
have recycling,” Mr. Berdan said. “If 
you can’t market it, all you have is segre- 
gated trash.” 

A market doesn’t mean a profit has to 
be made at the point of sale, according to 
Mr. Berdan. 

‘‘Whether you increase your revenue or 
decrease your cost, you still have more 
dollars on the bottom line,’’ Mr. Berdan 
said.

Access for 
everyone 


A library is a free place from 
which people can borrow books. 
Children who are brought up ex- 
pecting to spend time in libraries 
usually become readers, adults who 
value their time learning from 
printed material. 

Libraries should be places where 
children are welcome, where 
they’re encouraged to read, to lis- 
ten, to learn to be responsible adults 
who value their books and take care 
of them. 

At Memorial Hall Library there is 
a policy that forbids sixth-graders 
and those younger from being on 
the main floor without a parent, or a 
note from the downstairs Children’s 
Room librarian. 

Nancy Jacobson, director of the 
library, says the policy is nec- 
essary. She says she already has 
hired part-time monitors who “‘pa- 
trol’’ the halls to make sure young 
patrons are not chewing gum or 
drinking sodas in the halls. 


While we are sympathetic, and 
acknowledge that gum chewing or 
even book stealing are a threat to 
invaluable library collections, our 
overriding drive is to make children 
feel welcome at libraries. 


In addition, we believe it is best to 
rely on a policy with children that 
assumes they will act like responsi- 
ble people. 


If a child were wandering about 
the library, including on the main 
floor, making noise and sticking her 
gum on shelf bottoms, then fine, 
withdraw her library privileges. 
That would be appropriate and also 
a good use of monitors. 


But we are worried about children 
not being able to read Sports Illus- 
trated or the Andover Townsman 
because they are located on the 
adult floor of the library. We believe 
that children should be able to see 
adults sitting in chairs enjoying 
books and wandering about the 
stacks like children in a candy 
store. It is by their example that 
children will learn to love reading.

I have spent a good deal of time in 
the last several weeks watching the 
Andover School Committee as they 
wrestle with the projected budget 
for the upcoming year. I’d like to 
share a bit of what I’ve observed: 

1. At 17 cents an hour (their effec- 
tive individual pay rate) they are 
the best investment of tax money 
I’ve ever seen. 

2. The majority of the members 
are truly dedicated to preserving 
and promoting a quality educational 
system in Andover. 

3. They have worked long hours 
working through the budget and un- 
derstand the impacts of proposed 
cuts on school programs. 

4. Dick Hubbell and perhaps oth- 
ers have visited neighboring towns 
and studied their situations relative 
to limited educational budgets. 

5. Each of them have given up 
three or four nights a week to attend 
PTO and other meetings to share 
their ideas with concerned citizens. 
They have also made themselves 
available to people like me who call 
for information and with sugges- 
tions. 

6. As a group they seem more 
proactive and responsible for the 
needs of Andover than either the 
Board of Selectmen or the Finance 
Committee. 

7. The proposed $1.5 million over- 
ride is a compromise position, which 
still involves very deep cuts in exist- 
ing school programs but which at 
least preserves the framework of a 
quality Andover school system. 

My message in all this is simply 
that the School Committee has spent 
long and painful hours putting to- 
gether the Prop. 2% override article.

BTL peat the plant in 1986 from 
Reichold Chemical. Reichold had 
been operating the plant since 1954. 
BTL has now sold the business to 
Oxy Chemical, based in northern 
' New York state, but will retain own- 
ership of the property. Oxy decided 
last fall to consolidate its operations 
into its Buffalo, N.Y., plant and has 
nearly completed the move from 
Andover. 

Confirmed hazardous site 

The Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection has classified the 
property as a confirmed hazardous 
waste release site, and has a file that 
contains evidence that barrels of 
waste are buried on the site, accord- 
ing to Mr. Penney. 

Former employees also have said

agreement with BTL, releasing the 
buyer from any responsibility for 
any hazardous materials buried on 
the site. 

A copy of that agreement is in the 
hands of Tom Arnold, special town 
counsel, But Mr. Penney questions 
the validity of the agreement since 
the state has a law that holds the 
landowner responsible for materials 
on his property regardless of the 
source. 

“This site has been on the DEP list 
for about five years,” Mr. Penney 
said. 

Zachary Peters, of DEP, said the 
site is an important one, but he said 
not enough testing has been done to 
categorize it as a prey He said 
the state doesn’t have the people 
power to investigate it at this time. 

“There are too many cases and no 
manpower to deal with them,” Mr. 
Peters said this week. ‘‘That doesn’t 
necessarily mean that it is not im- 
portant.” 

In 1987, the Conservation Commis- 
sion cited BTL when chemicals over- 
flowed a waste pit and spilled into 
the Shawsheen River, according to 
Mr. Penney. 

The pit was used to mix waste 
product with other chemicals to neu- 
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tralize the materials so they could 
be trucked away and dumped in a 
non-hazardous landfill, according to 
Mr. Penney. But without the testing, 
nobody knows what stage the chemi- 
cals were at when the overflow oc- 
curred. 

The ConsCom ordered soil testing 
to be done at the time, but BTL ap- 
pealed that order to the DEP. 

Getting the site on the DEP priori- 
ty list would start the clock ticking 
on the company having to come up 
with a schedule to begin the risk as- 
sessment studies. 

“Our objective is to get it classi- 
fied as a priority site so there is a 
faster plan for remediation,” Mr. 
Penney said. 

In the meantime, the town will 
continue to work with the company 
to get as much done as possible on a 
voluntary basis. 

“‘We’re trying to convince them to 
voluntarily do the same thing for the 
town that they would have to do for 
the state by law because the state 
doesn’t have the money,”’ Mr. Pen- 
ney said.
